New Yoi.k, August 12 The discov-
ery baa been made lhat a large amount
of the indebtedness of Duncan,' Sher-
man & Co. is in accommodation paper,
in the form of drafts, drawn on thtm by
a confidential clerk in their ollice, ac-
cepted by them and sold to various banks
through note-broker- s. Of this specie of
paper, prooably not less than live hun-
dred thousand dollars is now held in
Providence, where the family of Mr
Duncan has been long and favorably
known, and the agent met with little
difficulty in disposing of it. One bank
in this city holds fifty thousand dollars
of those acceptances; auotner, thirty-liv- e

thousand dollars; and still another, thir-
ty thousand dollars, besides smaller
amounts in lh-- j hands of numerous per-
sons. One banker characterizes this is-

suance of accommodation paper a? the
sharpest kind of a shirp game, the im-
pression of the acceptor being that it was
drawn against merchandise and secured;
but Mr. Duncau says the proceeding
was entirely straight, and was more or
less the practice of the house for twenty
year3. The announcement is made that
the letters of credit for which the father
of Mr. Duncan has become responsible
amount only to about thirty thousand
dollars.

A correspondent, writing from Paris,
eays: Not a half-ho- passes that I do
not hear of cases of distress arisirg from
this failure. Probably the majority of
lo'ses are persons to whom the event
will bo a real haidship, as thcy'nave no
reserve fund upon which to rely. A
widow, who came to Europe a few
months ago, to reside iiere aud educate-he- r

childrcu, deposited all ber money
with Duncan, Sheiman & Co., and took
letters of credit. She has not ten dollars
in ber possession, and there are rent and
school bills due. Her excitement aud
alarm are so great that ber fiiends ap-
prehend insanity- - There are many
teachers, students, and others in exactly
the same condition, and they are not
only in Paris, but all over the continent.
At least four Americans, who heard of
the failure before the news reached the
Rothschilds' agency, secured their mon-
ey and have retired from Paris to avoid
trouble. One of the four was visited by
the cashier of the agency, who demand-
ed the return of the money, which was
refused. A policeman sulW queutly es-

corted the gentlemau to the American
embassy, where Minister Washburne
told the cashier ne could not make the
arrest. "You can only seize hia bag-
gage, and I advise you not tj do that."
The cashier concluded he would wait,
apologized and departed.

Tne Evening ivsi lias called on JJuu- -
can, Sherman & Co. in regard to their
accommodation papir, about which so
much was said this morning. A mem-
ber of the firm informed the reporter
that the bills were placed on the mar-
ket in a manner which appeared perfect
ly legitimate to the firm and according
to tho practices that prevails with
bouses of good aud extensive credit.
The total amouut .f acceptance issued
was estimated to be about one million
two hundred thousand dollars. Of this
five hundred aud fifty thousand dollars
were held iu Rhode Island. A consider
able part of the remainder in other parts
of New Englaud. In regard to the let-
ters of credit for which Aie. DuLcin
had become reiponsible, reported in the
morning journals to ne nut tuirty thou- -

atnd dollars, it was said the aggregate
indebtedness of the firm would reach
about one hundred and thirty thousand
dollarsjifor whicii Alex. Duncau trad de
posited about two buutireu taousantl
dollars.

Indianapolis, August 12. Hon. W.
D. Kelley addressed a largo audience at
Esciiange hall iu this city last night, ou
the question ot finance and currency, in
resjMjnse to an invitation from a large
number of citizens, hrespective of pjrty
He began by referring to the prevailing
distress aud commercial derangement iu
England, lor which the rapid little fel-

low, Branam Price, could give no satis-
factory reason when interrogated there-
for by an Indianapolis editor. He
charged Price with dodging the ques-
tion by atsertintr, iu a vague term,
that it was produced bj' the reckless
tradiug, extravagant and unproductive
tuvestmentn, anu charged the wnole re-

sponsibility upon the inflated bank
credits of hard-mone- y England, where
tne people were compelled to ua credits
based ou bank discounts, m lieu of a
suiucieut volume of the current money
of the ream. Heanalsd the English
system of currency, showing that its
primary basis was on practically irre-
deemable government obligations to the
amount of seventy million dollars, and
only the amouut of notes in excess of
that sum were it quired to be redeemed
in coin. Judge Kelley charged that
even with such a limited specie
basis, Eaglaud was compelled
to period suspend payments,
aud suffered continual perturlatious
from the varying rates of discount when
not iu actual supensiou, which pro-
duced ever-recurrin- g crises and commer-ca- l

ruin. Our government, in deny-
ing tho people a sufficient volume of
legal-tend- er money, was forcing this
nation into the prac'ice of a still more
abominable system, whereby all indus-
trious enterprises was laid under tribute
to the issues of inferior bank credits,
and subjecting them to the continual
drain of usurious interest, with inevita-
ble bankruptcy in the end. He denom-
inated Governor Hays as the bullion
candidate for governor in Ohio, and in-
dorsed his leccnt description of the
effects of alternate inflations and con-
tractions, but vehemently charged the
responsibility ou those who would cur-
tail the legal-tend- currency and substi-
tute bank-note- s and bank-credi- ts upon
the ignus falus of a sj ecie basis. He
then reviewed at great length the expe-
rience of this country with tho 'specie
basis banks Exhibiting a ten-poun- d

volume of Tftompson's Bank-Isol- e Re-
porter, he quoted copiously to exhibit
il e beauties of the system. He passed iu
review the firaniial history of ou coun-
try from 1808 to 1874 to prove the utter
iuadequateness of a specie basis system.
He replied in glowing terms to the suf-
ferings of the Euglisn people under au
insane policy of specie resumption in
1822 as a warning to the people of this
Country of what they might expect if the
act of last January was carried out. He
demanded the repeal of tiiat act, whicu
he deuouueed as au act of less refined
aud more absolute cruelly than the
English measure of historic infamy. In
this he stated his clear antagonism to
the views of Indiana's distinguished
senator, Governor Morton. He extolled
the greenback as the best form of credit
that God or any human government
had ever yet devised or made possible,
and such credit is the proper foundation
for a currency. R9ferriug to the tramps
so viciously denounced by the public
press, he pronounced them to be largely
composed of industrious and well-meani-

mechanics robbed of their employ-
ment by vicious legislation, and forced
from shame to beg bread among
strangers. He closed with an eloquent
eulogy of the greenback and inter-convertib-

bonds system of currency. Judge
Kelley was loudly applauded in many
Paiges of his speech, and made a pro-
found impression. He goes from here
to Chicago to electrify the inflationists
of the northwest.

FrcrtU of the Wind Itecne
or Alne Children.

Milford, Pa., August 9. A destruct-
ive storm of wind, hail and raiu swept
over the lower part of this county last
Thursday afternoon. About half-pas- t
four o'clock two large clouJs, cue mov-
ing rapidly in a northwesterly direction
and the other to the southeast, came to-
gether over the mountain range about
two miles below Dingman's ferry, in
Delaware township. The collision was
followed uy a ternlic report, and almost
instantly great volumes of water began
pouring down. In a very t,hnt apace
of time every ravine and hollow in
the mountain side for ten miles be-

came the bed of a rushing tor-
rent of water which swept into the
Delaware valley, uprooting large trees
in their course, and displacing huge
rocks, which were borue along into the
fields below. Hundreds of acres of corn
aud buckwheat fields were covered by
tbese streams, aud the crops totally de-
stroyed. Miles of fenses were swept
away, and many caule feediig in the
pastures were drowned. Before the fury
of the rain storm was over, a gale-- of
wind, accompanied with terrific thunder
aud lightning aud a shower ofjiarge hi.il-etone-

followed iu its track. Trees
were torn up aud carried from a quarter
to a half mile Ihrough the air, one
large chestuut being borne el.ar
across the Delaware river and turned up-
side down in a cornfield in Sussex coun-
ty, New Jersey. Barns were uuroofed,
and hundreds of windows m farmhouses
H'nattered. The roof of Enquire Van
Gaden's farm wa carried across a ten-ac- re

field and lodged iu the tops of two
iarge oak trees. Three children return-
ing home from au errand at Dingman's
village, sought shelter from the storm
iu a small cleft in the rocks at the side
of the "hill road." A big chestnut tree
was blown down, and felt in front of the
opening iu the rocks, imprisoning the
children therein. After the storm bad
subsided they attracted the attention f

a man passing along the road by their
shouts." Being unable to remove the
tree from the openiug, he summoned
neighboring farmers, and they cut
tbe obstruction away and released
the children. The storm kuted about
half an hour. Hail-ston- es nine inches
in circumference were picked up in the
fields, and the hail had fallen in such
large quantities that bushels of it could
be shoveled up twenty-fou- r hours after
it fell. No correct estimate of the
amount of damage done by tjie storm
has yet been made, but it will amount
to several thousand dollars. A similar
storm passed over portions of the towns
of Thompsou aud Hillsburgh, in Sulli-
van county, New York, lasc week. Its
course was in a circle and covered an
area of country about half a mile wide.
Its track is marked by piies of fallen
trees, shattered buildings, ruined fields
of corn and buckwheat, and roads so
badly gullied and torn up as to be
